Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-3, 11, 12, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Janson et al.('995). The Janson et al. device discloses a variable 
torsional damper comprising a torque input member 22, a torque output member 26, a 
plurality of damping elements 140, and a magneto-rheological damper assembly 160 
disposed in parallel with the damping elements to vary the hysteresis between the input 
member and the output member. The magneto-rheological damper assembly has an 
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inner disk assembly 162,163 operatively supported by the input member and an outer 
disk assembly 182 operatively supported by the output member. A magnetic coil 
assembly includes a winding 190 adapted to provide a magnetic field having two 
magnetic poles when energized. A magneto-rheological fluid is disposed between the 
inner and outer disks in chamber or cavity 186. The disk assemblies have flux shaping 
portions 162,182 that form the magneto-rheological fluid cavity 186. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-10 and 13-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Peinemann et al.('299) is cited to show a flywheel-mass damper 
that is variable by use of magneto-rheological fluid. Feldhaus et al.('880) shows a 
variable damper using magnets (see column 7, line 32, to column 8, line 40). Smith et 
al.('092) and Stretch et al.(618) are cited for their showing of other magneto-rheological 
devices.
